YOU and I know some very un ­ 
selfish persons, but they were not 
born tha t way. They learned to 
be unselfish. 
i 
Self-preservation is a very use­ 
ful instinct tha t has helped the 
individual person to survive. But 
it needs to be modified if he is to 
be happy, liked and enjoyed by 
others. 
As soon as the baby can reach, 
he begins to seize anything he 
can, and for m onths or ycar^ 
thereafter he feels tha t every­ 
thing within his grasp is his. By 
and by he may choose to share 
things, even to give up some of 
his most precious ones or exer­ 
cise effort and self-sacrifice to 
uake others happier. 
Regard fo r Others’ Rights 
The first essential in reducing 
selfishness in the young child is 
to train him early to avoid cer­ 
tain things and acts, to educate 
him in reasonable restraints and 
regard for the rights of others, 
enabling him all the better to re­ 
spond to positive suggestions and 
other influences toward unselfish 
ways. 
IVisely we don’t, as a rule, com­ 
m and the tot two, three or four 
to share his playthings. Rather, 
we set the stage so he gradually 
will choose to share. Accordingly, 
We help protect this child’s pos­ 
sessions so he will feel tha t the 
toy he lets another child use is 
safe. We practice no end of pa­ 
tience at persuading this to t to 
share, and then warmly approve 
his doing so. We go on finding 
new ways to cause him to do un­ 
selfish things and to win satis­ 
faction therefrom . 
Of course, he needs to play 


of his age. In the long run, hts 
playm ates can do most to culti­ 
vate unselfishness in him. But 
let us not forget tha t we help th* 
child to be more ready to learn 
from his playnsates to be unself­ 
ish if we teach him the meaning 
of “No.” Certainly the child who 
has learned in his early years 
tha t he can’t have everything he 
wants when he w ants it, or can’t 
do always as he pleases, is more 
ready to restrain himself in these 
directions when he is playing 
with other children. 
We parents and grandparents 
often assume tha t our children 
and grandchildren will em ulate 
our own unselfishness. They may 
when they often see us be unself­ 
ish toward persons other than 
themselves. 
But when children are nearly 
always on the receiving end of 
our unselfishness, they tend to 
grow more selfish, and instead of 
feeling grateful to us they may 
expect of us, even dem and of us, 
more self-denials and sacrifices 
for them . The most unselfish and 
ungrateful children five, twelve 
or tw enty are those whose par­ 
ents have given up too much to 
gratify these children’s whims, 
wishes and demands. 
Think of all the m others labor­ 
ing over stoves a n d ironincf 
boards, or sewing and m ending 
late at night, so their children 
m ay be well dressed; of the 
m others whose adolescent sons 
command them at any time to be 
their tailors, or who are scolded 
by their daughters for not having 
laun d ered the ir a ppa re l jus t 
right. 
This I discuss in a new bulletin.

WASHINGTON, July 24 - Belar- 
fan! witness*** who plead self-in­ 
crimination v, i,en testifying before 
a court, grand jury or committee of 
Congress, may have had the rug 
yanked out from under their feet 
by a new code of law enforcement 
recently adopted by Congress for 
the District of Columbia. 
Public law 85, 83rd Congress. 
Chapter 159, Is a re-eodlficatlon 
|of criminal penal­ 
ties 
and 
viola­ 
tions for the fed­ 
eral city. So far 
It has attracted 
[attention 
mainly 
because of provi­ 
sions which create 
n e w 
penalties 
for 
lottery 
and 
numbers players, 
plus the fact that 
public drinking at sports events 
Is now verboten. 
The most important feature of 
the new legislation, however, and 
the one which undoubtedly will 
attract the attention of the no-call­ 
ed Liberals and Communists, Is the 
provision- dealing with the use of 
the fifth amendment. This undoubt­ 
edly will be the first section of the 
law to go to the Supreme Court of 
the United States for adjudication. 
The 
U. 
S. Attorney General, 
Herbert Brownell and his able Dis­ 
trict Attorney for the District of 
Columbia, IjCO Rover, are responsi­ 
ble for the provision raising the 
constitutional question. 
Heretofore numerous legal ex­ 
perts have studied for long hours 
trying to find an answer to the 
question of what to do with those 
abusing the fifth amendment. Those 
who do are mostly Communists or 
their sympathisers who have per­ 
jured themselves one way or an­ 
other In falsely swearing their alle­ 
giance to the U. S. 
Hundreds of recent witnesses be­ 
fore committees of Congress and 
grand juries, have sought refuge 
behind the fifth amendment on the 
grounds that their testimony might 
incriminate them. 
The U. 8. Senate, after many 
hours of soul searching and con­ 
sultation with legal experts, has 
finally approved the so-called Im­ 
munity bill, which would permit a 
committee under certain circum­ 
stances to absolve a witness from 
criminal proceedings if he talks 
and answers questions. The House 
has sot yet acted on the measure. 
Critics of the legislation, while 
still arguing that it would provide 
an "immunity bath” for all types 
of crooks and spies, can now cen­ 


ter their attrntion on the new dis­ 
trict of Columbia code. For it reads. 
in Section 889 F, as follows: 
"Whenever, in the judgment of 
the United States attorney for the 
District of Columbia, the testimony 
of any witness, or the production 
of any books, papers, or other 
records or document, by any wit­ 
ness in any ( ase or proceeding In­ 
volving a violation of this sub 
chapter on gambling, before any 
grand Jury or a court in the District 
of Columbia, is necessary in the 
public interest, such witness shall 
not he ext used from testifying or 
from producing hooks, papers, and : 
other records on the grounds that 
the testimony or evidence, docu-i 
mentary or otherwise, required of 
him may tend to incriminate him, 
or subject him 4o penalty or for­ 
feiture.” 
It should be noted that "In the 
public Interest,” is the key clause 
iii the section. 
If sustained constitutionally It 
would appear that the provision 
applies to committees of Congress 
as wall, although this may have to 
he spelled out In separate legisla­ 
tion. at any rate," the Justice De 
payment now has taken steps to 
root out from behind the fifth 
amendment refuge those who are 
endangering our security by refus­ 
ing to testify before grand Juries 
and courts on gambling, corruption 
and Communist issues. 
As a safeguard to the individual’s 
constitutional rights, the new law 
states; 
“But such witness shall not be 
prosecuted or subject to any penal­ 
ty or forfeiture for or on account 
of any transaction, matter, or thing 
concerning which he is compelled 
after having claimed his privilege 
(fifth amendment) against self-in 
crimination, to testify or prodnc« 
evidence, documentary or other­ 
wise; except that such witness so 
testifying shall not be exempt from 
prosecution and punishment for 
perjury or contempt committed in 
so testifying.” 
In addition to this safeguard, the 
“judgment” of the U. S. A t to rue > 
for the District of Columbia for the 
production of testimony, records. 
etc., must be submitted in a written 
demand to the grand jury and court 
and become a part of that court 
record before such demands can be 
made on reluctant witnesses. 
This is a milestone In the crea­ 
tion of necessary leverage to pry 
out from behind the rocks traitors, 
spies and their dupes, to say noth­ 
ing of gamblers, crooks and gang­ 
sters.

Let's take a ’’musical” trip today 
—to Ringing Rocks in Bridgeton 
township! 
There are a number of so-called 
“ringing rocks parks,” but Bucks 
has three of Us own in the upper 
reaches of the county. 
One of the hest known is the one 
In Bridgeton township. 
This field of rocks which ring 
with a musical tone is approxi­ 
mately five acres in area. 
The Igneous (fire origin) rocks 
weigh anywhere from several tons 
on down to 50 or so pounds. > 
A hammer, or even a tool from 
the kit in ’the car will suffice, and 
the visitor can ring rocks to his 
heart’s content 
This woodland tract on a plateau 
aboat <5 feet above the Delaware 
river, ie three miles east of Kint- 
nersvlile. It is studded with the 
boulders. 
According to geologists, rocks 
which ring are all composed of the 
Tame minerals, principally labro- 
dite, one of 
the feldspars, and 
augite, a dark mineral compound, 
mostly iron and alumina. 


Contrary to popular opinion ring­ 
ing rocks areas were not produced 
by volcanic action, out “their pres­ 
ence can be explained by long con­ 
tinued, slow, quiet, natural pro­ 
cesses.” 
The Bridgeton twp. rocks are 
near Falls Creek, a stream willed 
meanders to the Delaware river. Al 
the head of the creek gorge is High 
Falls, a waterfall about 30 fee’ 
high, but only live feet in width.. 
Three of Pennsylvania's ringing 
rocks areas are said to be located 
In Bucks county—the one mention­ 
ed above; Stony Garden in Haycock 
Township .and Rocky Valley In 
Springfield township, the latter be­ 
ing near Coopersburg.
